‘contraband activities. The Sec. General of the State Security 


Police feels that SAo Paulo is becoming a transshipment point 


for tnarcotics destined for the US. Sdo Paulo is one hour air 


travel from Rio.by shuttle service. Because Sdo Paulo appears 


to be the center for contraband activities, and with its position 


as banking, commercial and industrial center of Brazil, discussion 


was had regarding the location of the DO at S8o Paulo. However, 


office space at the Consulate is critical and the ability to 
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adequately house the. DO is extremely doubtful. 
o. It is recommended that the DO be located. at the Consulate in 


Rio de Janeiro. 


6. Request IA advise of status of Brazil DO at earliest opportunity. 


.|Amembassy Brasilia has inquired through State Department 


channels and understands that State awaiting word from BNDD. 
regarding status. .Ambassador receptive to DO in Brazil with 
staffing of two S/A's and U.S. secretary (Narcotic Action plan 
called for assignment of one S/A). It would benefit BNDD to open. 
DO soon. . Ambassador and DCM have implemented suggestions of 
White House committee already and the SAIC should be included in 
the mission-wide policy decisions. 


7. In addition, the AID Public Safety Program is being phased out 


jafter seven years. The remaining. Public Safety officer, Robert 


Barnes, is scheduled to depart Brasilia on June 30 if not. trans- 


ferred to another post sooner. Mr. Barnes has police contacts 
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throughout all of Brazil and personally knows most of the police 

officers who have graduated from AID. narcotic training programs. 

AID established the Federal Police Academy in Brasilia and Mr. 
|Barnes can put the SAIC in contact with the responsible officer 
|Ithere. Mr. Barnes! knowledge of Brazilian police operations and 

personalities would be of great assistance in orientating the SAIC. 

Mr. Barnes was very cooperative during the visit and has offered 

his assistance to BNDD in providing contacts and background. 

8. Request reply from IA regarding status of DO ASAP so that 

Macolini can advise Ambassador and Consul General at Rio.
